Also a very short time af- 
ter its publication in Edinburgh, [ received a 
letter trom a bookseller in London, wishing per- 
inission to print an edition of it there. IT dic 
not know till about ten years after, how it was 
so early noticed there; when [ was invited to 
dine with Dr. Adam Clark ina friend’s house 
in London, who told me that he was the first 
introducer of the * Worlds Displayed’ to London. 
Though fhave published many volumes since 
that time, Thave beard of more beneficial ef- 
fects produced by that litde ‘Tom Thumb vol- 
ume than by all the others put together. About 
twenty five years ago I had eigit gospel minis- 
ters, and more than that nuniber of ministers’ 
wives upon iuy list, who told me that their first 
serious impressions about religion arose from 
reading that book, and many more have told 
me the same tale since that time.”

Iwill not here attempt, though it would be 

very easy to prove that the cause of peace cde- 
verves to be thus regarded; [simply assert now 
the fact that it has actually been adopted as the 
ehild of the ehureh, I grieve that only a small 
part of professed Cliristians have yet couie to 
its aid: but this may be or might bave been 
said with equal truth of nearly all the benevolent 
enterprises now io such high and geveral re- 
pute among good men. Nor will quote here 
the strong and eloquent commendations of this 
cause by such luminaries of the church as Pay- 
son, and Chalmers, and Robert Hall, and a mul- 
titude of others both dead aud living ; but Twill 
merely transeribe a tew or the resolves so fre- 
quently passed by ecclesiastical bodies in befalt 
of this enterprize as one deserving the prayers 
and patronage of the whole christian communi- 
ty. 

Ecclesiastical bodies, representing Congreva- 
tionalists, both Ordhodox and Unitarian, Metho- 
dists, Presbyterians, Baptists, Dutch Retor:ned, 
Christians, Free-wiil Baptists, nearly every de- 
nomination of any note in the land, have passed 
resolves like the following—* That the preva- 
lenee among christian nations of evangelical seu- 
timents on the subject of Peace, is necessary to 
prepare the way for the universal triumph of the 
gospel ;”—* that we commend the cause of peace 
to the christian community as worthy of a place 
umong the benevolent enterprises of the age, 
and recommend that ministers preach on the 
subject, and churches observe the annual con- 
certof prayer for the universal prevalence of 
peace on earth ;"—* that the Arnerican Peace 
Society 1s eminently entitled to: the cordial co- 
operation and support of all the churches of 
Christ 7"—* that it is the duty of ministers to 
preach in favor of Peace as a prominent part of 
the gospel, and of Christians to pray for the 
spread of peace through the world ;”—* that the 
subject of peace, being in its strictly evangelical 
principles and bearingsa part of the gospel, ought 
to be discussed in the pulpit on the Sabbath, 
just like the other principles of the Bible ;’— 
“that ministers should continue to preach, Chris- 
tians to pray, and all to contribute, in favor of 
universal and permanent peace.” 

These extracts are only specimens; but, in 
view of them, Lask if any other cause now be- 
fore the public, has been more fully endorsed ? 
What if all Christians have not acted in accord- 
ance with these resolves? The same is lament- 
ably true of every cause now claimed by the 
chureh as her own. Good men are rallying 
more and more in behalf of peace; and I trust 
the day is not very remote when all the minis- 
tersand churches of the Prince of Peace will 
come as one man to its aid. Every one of the 
above resolves is strictly true ; and, if so, every 
disciple of Christ ought to make them his own 
both in faith and in practice.

The Rev. Jnstin Perkins gives the following 
notice of the arrival of the mission. press, in a 
letter to the American Tract Society : 

“UCntl last autumn we continued copying 
small Seripture tracts and schoo! cards with the 
pen, as in previous years, at the expense of 
your society; and though this operation was 
necessarily slow, the matter thus obtained we 
have found of inestimable value, as used in our 
schools and circulated among the people. 

“In November last, our printer and press ar- 
rived, tothe great joy of ourselves afid the Nes- 
toriuns, At that time we dismissed our copy- 
ists, or rather directed their efforts ro the opera- 
tion of the press. ‘The Nestorian clergy had 
long Wished us to make our first work in print- 
ing an edition of the Psalms, in the ancient Sy- 
rive, adapted to their church service ; and as they 
had waited so Jong and patiently for the press, 
us wellus in view of the desirableness of the 
work, we felt constrained to comply with their 
request. We are printing this edition of the 
Pealins with merginal reterenees, with which 
the Nestorians are exceedingly pleased, possess- 
ing ws they do nothing in the form of a con- 
cordance, or references in their Janguage ; and 
this uid to the study of this part of the Serip- 
tures cannot fail to contribute much to increase 
their interest in the sacred volume. 

* About three weeks ago we interrupted the 
printing of the Psulms, for the sake of prepar- 
ing a tract, Instruetions from the Word of God, 
inthe modern Syriac, the spoken language of 
the The last form of this tract is 
now nearly finished. It is an octavo of about 
lilly pages. We print two thousand copies— 
it consists wholly of matter whieh you Lad pre- 
vious'y approved, and = additional quotations 
from the Scriptures. This treet is the first ef- 
fort at printing everimade in the Nestorian lan- 
guage and character, Our ardent German 
neighbors are a little before us, by having print- 
ed some small matters, whieh Dsent them some 
time ago in manuseript as literary curiosities, 
They have, however done this in Uie Jacobite 
character, being unable to obtain t for the 
purpose in the other. 

“J hardly need say that our press opens a 
bright era on the prospects of the Nestorians. 
Tirough its instrumentality, the word of Ged; 
we cannot doubt, will, ultisaately, at least, and 
we trust speedily,‘ have free course and be gle- 
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ritied? among this people, ‘even as it is with 
you. 

“You will rejoice to hear that we have in- 
ere Fencourugement in our work among the 





Nestorians. All of our number who can speak 
the native language, preach every Sabbath in 
their churches twice and thrice, each in as ma- 
ny ditierent places, to large and deeply atten- 
tive congregations. ‘The Lord is evidently mov- 
ing on tie nunds of this people; and we trust 
that he has rieh spiritual blessings in store 
for them. The eeclesiastios in this province 
fully sustain us in all our missionary opera- 
tots, 

“T should not omit te that we are 
multipiying our schools to the wimost extent of 
our means, in all of which the Scripture cards, 
furnished by your funds are used with excel- 
lent effect. 

“The kind interest which yor have so long 
manifested in our mission, and in eur work. is 
most cheering to our hearts.”

Our afflicted brother hgs felt all 
the alleviation of this smarting rod of which the 
circumstances admit, in the fullest contidence that 
whatis his loss is her unspeakable gain—in the 
kindness and sympathy of an affectionate church, 
and of alarge circle of brethren in the ministry.— 
We are perinitted to present to our readers the ful- 
lowing extracts from the funeral sermon, preached 
to the people of the bereaved pastor, by Rev. Mr. 
Hague, pastor of the Federal Street Church. 
My Breruren Ane Frienns,—l ain called 
to unite in your public service this morning, en a 
mourntul occasion—to sympathize in a commen sor- 
row, to ulter in your ear as a worshipping assembiy 
the solemn lesson of thatevent of Providence which 
hath sorely smitten the heart of your pastor, made 
a happy family of children motherless, and touched 
soine of the deepest springs of feeling in every bo- 
som here. To the veice of that dispensation you 
have already listene!—it hath come home to your 
hearts by day and by night, at home and abroad— 
when alone or in company—by your fireside, inthe 
street, or ia your place of business—it hath spoken 
from that vacant seat, from yonder abode of late so 
cheerful, now so desolate, or fram the distant temb 
to which the remains of our departed friend were 
so lately borne. We come now to contemphate it 
together in the sanctuary, as a Christian assembly 
asa bereaved people. It speaks to all. To every 
relation in life it hath its message—to the young 
and the old—to the parent and the child—to the 
brother and the sister—whether they pertain to the 
church or the world. When I think of the sudden 
gloom which this event has cast over a wide circle, 
of the value of her life, how much the happiness of 
others was bound up init, of ber desire ie useful- 
ness, and of the opening field before her; I am con- 
strained to ery, Verily thou art a God that hidest 
thyself, O God of Israel, the Saviour. Buta few 
weeksago, she left her residencein another State, 
and came hither with the most delightful anticipa- 
tions. She rejoiced te think that her husband had 
feltit to be his duty again to become a pastor, for 
her heart was set on such a sphere of activity as 
this which youthrew open toherhere. Her tami- 
ly somewhat separated were here reunited, and the 
coming winter and year seemed rich in their prom- 
ise of felicity. Drawn nearer to her early home, 
and more able to enjoy again youthful friendships 
and relationships, it appeared as if Providence had 
designed to fulfil all the wishes of her heart touch- 
ing the present world. Two weeks ago this day 
she was in this sanctuary, filling her own piace. 
The ensuing evening she passed in a social circle, 
and such was her health and cheerfulness, that no 
fear that her last night on earth had come, ruffled 
the surface of any heart. On the following after- 
noon your afflicted pastor, I remember, spoke of 
her sickness, but notin a way that awakened in my 
bosom a deep sympathetic alarm. Four hours after 
that she breathed her last. The intelligence seem- 
edincredible; butalas! incredulity was of no avail. 
We knew that life was frail, that 
“ It contains a thousand springs, 
And dies ifone be gone,” 

that the frame work of the human system is so del- 
icate that a slight rupture may fatally derange it; 
but this result seemed so contrary to all the appear- 
ances, the signs and tokens of health she had just 
exhibited, that we stood astonished and confounded 
It seemed so causeless—somysterious! Ah! what 
a moment was that! Inthe knell of blighted hopes, 
what instruction! What a reiteration of the voice 
of Scripture, which says, ‘* Beware how that ye 
say to-morrow we will go to such a city, and con- 
tinue there a year; whereas ye know not what 
shall be on the morrow ; for whatis your life! It is 
even @ vapor, that appeareth for a little while and 
then vanisheth away. For that ye ought to say, 
if the Lord will, we shall live and do this or that.” 
James iv. 14, 15. 

This is the lesson of the event, and before speak- 
ing further of our departed friend, let us lay the 
monition to heart, as this text suggests it.

last accents, tokens of their interest in us, but of} 
their still higher interest in Christ and heaven, yet 
it is far more pleasing to be able to look upon a 

Christian’s life, wherein every day events and all | 
the progressive developements of the character, | 
evinced that the fruits of the Spirit** were abounding 
in the heart and becoming riper and fitter for the 
paradise of God.” 

Most especially would I commend this truth tothe 
bosom of every mourner here, because I know that 
while the death of a friend is ever felt to be a calam- 
ity, its very suddenness is deemed an aggravation of 
the evil. And even now,he who (eels the stroke 
niost keenly, because it has taken from his side the 
partner of his life, the sharer of his cares, trials, | 

and joys, and has left his home so lonely and for- 
! torn, is lamenting that he put away trom him the 
1 comfort ot her parting words. For, on the day of 
her decease she did express the apprehension that 
death was at the door, and was proceeding to speak 
respecting her children, when seeing that he was 
unwilling to admit the supposition that her end was 
so near, torbore to utter the sentiments of her heart. 
But then, her expressions and her manner clearly 
indicated that she was ready for the emergency— 
that death took her not by surprise, that she was 
waiting for the summons, ‘* The Master cometh, go 
ye out to meet him.”’ Desirable as it is, to hear 
thuse who are leaving us for the Saviour’s bosom, 

“Speaking the honors of his name, 

With their last laboring breath.’* 

Yet itis chiefly to ve wished for in the case of 
those of whom we ‘stand in doubt,” and in regard 
to whom we need a little longer time to assure us 
of their welfare. But when one habitually lives 
near to heaven, a very sudden death seems more 
like a translation in the chariot of God to the glory 
that awaits, than a passage through that gloomy 
vale, over which death throws his portentous shad- 
ow. ¢ It is adapted to remind us of the ascent of Eli- 
jah, who was to be so suddenly borne away to the 
skies, that when Elisha urged his request that « 
double portion of his Master’s spirit might rest up- 
onhim, received the reply, * Thou hast asked a hard 
thing,—nevertheless if thou shall see me when | 
am taken up from thee, it shall be so unto thee.” 
Inthe case of our departed friend, no prophet’s 
monitory voice urged the inquiry, ** Knowest thou 
nét, that she shall be taken away from thee to-day,” 
and therefore none steod watching for the moment 
ot her exit, But though we cannot speak of a pro- 
iracted dying scene, rich in its reminiscences ol

that of Enoch, ‘She walked with God—and was 
not—for God took her.” 

Mrs. Lucy SpraGue CusuMAn wasa native of 
Duxbury, Ms. Possessing naturally a clear under- 
standing, and being of athoughtful turn, the themes 
of religion were familiar to her reflections in ber 
youthtul years. This latter fact appears from some 
remarks extracted from a manuscript of her own. 
‘From early childhood,” she writes, **my mind 
was at tinies susceptible of serious impressions; 
and at the age of twelve, became more so, from 
reading Janeway’s Token for Children, in which 
the accounts of the happy deaths of so little chil- 
dren deeply affected me. It was not, however, till 
three years after, that I seriously thought and re- 
solved on a religious course of life, being brought 
thus to reflect and consider by the plain and faith- 
ful preaching of the Word. I commenced a life 
of reform, read my Bible daily; prayed as [then 
thought, and watched over my words and ations, 
with a desire to conform to the requirements of 
God’s holy and righteous law. 

** But [ was ignorant of the plan of salvation, and 
was going about to establish my own righteous- 
ness. After more than a year, | was made to see 
and feel that I was building on a foundation ef seif- 
righteousness; I had been trying the efficacy of 
good works. I would remark here,thatl wagdur- 
ing this year in a seminary under the instruction of 
a Unitarian clergyman, and improved all iny leisure 
intervals in reading religious books from his libra- 
ry, the tendency of which, was to contirm me on 
my spiritual ignorance.” 

This last remark, let me observe, is worthy of 
notice, because it arises from a solemn review of 
her religious history. The books of which she 
here speaks were undoubtedly of that class which 
seek to build up the superstructure of a religious 
character on the basis of natural goodness. Not 
tending to lead the mind to a just view of sin as 
sin in the sight of the heart-searching holy Qne, to 
a true repentance of that which is itself ** all sins 
in one,”’ the enmity of the heart against God, show- 
ing itselfin the entire lack of a real devotedness to 
him in spirit and in life, of course they do not lead 
the sin-stricken soul to Christ as to the only foun- 
dation of hope on which we can depend sinee our 
natural goodness fails. Not fitted to produce in 
the mind of the amiable and accomplished reader a 
just conviction of her being entirely destitute of that 
supreme love to God which the law demands as a 
justifying righteousness, they cannot prepare her 
heart to hail the cross as a refuge and a rest, nor to 
form that character which 1n its progress shall be a 
growing up untohim in all things who is the 
head, even Christ, and hence leave one,alter mach 
thoughtiultoil, “confirmed in spiritual ignoranee.” 

Alter this she joined the Unitarian church, then 
the only one in the town. She became increasing- 
ly active in works of benevolence, and in connexion 
with a niece, was the founder of the first Sabbath 
school in Duxbury, which has continued in union 
with the Methodist church to this day. 

About that time, a few persons became awake to 
the subject of religion. The neighboring iministers 
preached at private houses in the village. Soon 
the Methodists began to preach with frequeney, 
and the attention began to spread. She was in the 
habit of attending their preaching. Her parents 
became interested, and espoused the cause of the 
evangelical preachers, and a Methodist church was 
formed. She attended it with her parents, but me- 
ver united with it. She remained nominally a 
member of the Unitarian church till after her mar- 
riage. 

Her desire of usefulness, which found scope is 
the Sabbath sehool, led her to teach a private one ; 
partly, that she might promote the good of the 
taught, and partly that she might have the pecunia- 
ry power of charity, without dependence on paren- 
tal co-operation. Much of the time of those early 
years was spent among the sick and the poor. Many 
are the families which now remember with tears, 
the substantial charity which she was accustomed 
to minister. 

Thus, from early life, she seemed to live but for 
others; always most happy when she was most 
successtul in her efforts to render others happy. 

It will readily occur to you that such a period of 
youth gave early token of a fitness to occupy such 
fields of effort and responsibility, as those to which 
she has since been called. Possessing a sound in- 
tellect, a heart imbued with the spirit of Christianity, 
gifted with natural fortitude and decision of charac- 
ter, atemper mild, cheerful, social and forgiving, 
it is easy to see how exactly adapted she was to all 
the relations in which she stood, and especially te 
he a blessing tothe church, not only by her direct, 
but by her indirect influence, which she exerted 
as a wife, in taking off from your minister the weight 
of those cares which pertain to the father of a fami- 
ly, so as to leave his head and heart and hands free 
to engage in the duties of his professional life. We 
can all, from what we have known of her, enter in- 
to his feelings deeply, when he says, “* As a moth- 
er, I have never seen her equal for the union of 
strength of affection and the systematic govern- 
ment of her children. She aimed always to relieve 
me as far as possible from all anxiety respecting 
them, and indeed of every domestic concern, so that 
I might devote myself to my own appropriate 
sphere.” Yes, my friends, while I do not doubt 
that in looking back you are almost disposed to 
wonder, that r Mas so short an acquaintance, she 
should have obteined so deep a hold on your affec- 
tions, yet I believe that you will find it dificult to 
estimate the greatness of your loss. 

Her excellent spirit as a christian mother, was 
apparent to all. thought reminds me of the 
fact, that the last place where I saw her, was the 
vestry of the Federal Street Church, at the meet-

they have met the calamity witha peculiar placidi- 
ty of spirit, and cheering hopes of meeting her in| 
heaven. 

To exhibit further the working of ber mind on | 
this subject, and her habitual aim to be prepared to! 
die, let me present to you an extract of a letter fur- | 
nished to me from her manuscripts, written lust year) 
to her sister, who is a mother: “ The present op- | 
portunity with you is a golden one for training up | 
your children tor usefulness here and for happiness | 
hereafter. Nowis your time tor labor, and perhaps 
your only one. Ina few years your sons may be | 
removed from your watchful care and salutary in- | 
fluence, and your little daughter may be deprived 
at an early age, by death, of the instructions, ad- 
monitions and advice of a tender mother. Yes, Sa- | 
rah, we may both be soon and suddenly callea | 
away from our charge torender our account to God, 
and leave our precious little ones in a world of sin} 
and temptation to conflict almost alone, with the 
many trials and sorrows incident to the present life. 
Let us, therefore, renew our diligence, and improve 
every opporgunity to cultivate our own hearts and 
minds, and to prepare ourselves for the delightful, 
yet arduous duties before us. “ee . 

How remarkably verified now is the intimation 
which she then gave of the manner of her death. 
The words contain all the force of astrange presentt- 
ment. A sense of liability to die at any moment, 
seemed to dwell upon her mind, and kept her in 
constant readiness, like a wise virgin, awaiting the 
midnight cry, with her lamp trimmed and burn- 
ing. She has gone! We shall see her face no 
more, but she being dead, yet speaketh! She has 
gone! but she has left a fragrant name, and a cha- 
racter of more worth to her family than the richest 
earthly legacy! She has gone—but her memory 
will live, and her influence will be felt,—and proots 
will yet arise, that she has lived a long life ina lit- 
tle space. She worships to-day in the heavenly 
sanctuary—she has seen the Lord—she has exulted 
in his smile—she feels that she is forever sale, and 
her song of triumph has blended with the music of 
heaven—for lo! a voice said, Write, Blessed are 
the dead thatdie inthe Lord. Yea, saith the Spirit, 
for they rest from their labors, and their works do 
follow them. 


THE BRITISH AND CHINESE WAR. 

On Monday evening of last week, the introduc- 
tory lecture before the Massachusetts Historical 
Society, was delivered in the Masonic Temple, by 
John Quincey Adams, to an excessively crowded 
audience. His theme was the British and Chinese 
War, to which he confined the attention of Lis hear- 
ers more than an hour and a half. His tones, atti- 
tude and gestures, were full of animation, his enun- 
ciation mostly distinct, with sufficient compass to 
be easily heard in all parts of the densely crowded 
hall, notwithstanding a frequent breaking of the

or evento “ converse” on the subjects of difference. ; 
We are not aware that any body of Christians, in” 
this day of enlightenment, has ventured tocall back 

the age of intolerance after this fashion, by putting | 
a seal on the lips of the people on the one hand, and | 
placing an interdict on the press on the other. Had | 
we given our sanction to such proceedings on the | 
part ot our mistaken brethren, we had deserved (o 

be put under the ban of the christian world, as trai- 
tors to the liberty wherewith Christ has made his) 
people free, if not unworthy of the privileges of ta- 
tional beings. We hope, for the sake of indepen- > 
dency, that few, of the churches will adopt the St.! 
Andrew’s “Summary ;”’ otherwise they must he} 
content to fall back in the career of improvement, | 
wherein they have been distinguished, and to take 

their place among the abettors of intolerant prinei-| 
ples, now well nigh exploded from the christian | 
world. How far such a course is likely to subserve | 
the interestsof pure and undefiled religion, or to build} 
up the churches with intelligent Christians, itis not, 
for us to say; but,as no inconsiderable number of 
their members are of the Baptist persuasion, it may 

not be amiss to suggest the wisdom of calmly review- 

ing their position before taking steps which are 
more likely to promote than suppress the growth of 
the baptismal controversy. It will now appear ob- 

vious, we trust, to all considerate individuals, who 
take an interest in the rights of conscience, that, ip 

our circumstances, ** necessity was laid upon us” te 
act as we have done; and that, by agreeing to as 

semble as we are now doing, forthe worship of 

God and the observance of the Lord Christ’s ap- 

pointments, we are actuated by no schismatical, 

sectarian, or factious motives,—especially as we do 

neither purpose to shut out conscientious pedobap- 

tists from our communion, nor abridge their liberty 

“to circulate tracts or books,’’ or to‘ converse” 

with their fellow Christians on those points of doc- 

trine regarding which the most pious individuals do 
conscientiously differ. 

It has been reported, that the present movement 
is in connection with what has been denominated 
the * Campbellite heresy,” which teaches that the 
forgiveness of sin standsins¢parably connected with 
water baptism, together with other sentiments 
equally repugnant to the Scriptures. We deem it 
of importance thus flatly to contradict the statement, 
as destitute of the smallest particle of truth. We 
hold, with the whule body of the orthodox Baptists 
of this country and America, the ordinance of bap- 
tism to be emblematical of spiritual blessings al- 
ready received, and attach no merit w hatever to 
this or any other external rite in the matter of jus- 
tification before God. 

In the prosecution of our course of duty, we rely 
on the protection and presence of the Lord Christ, 





an impressive scene, to witness this veteran in lite- 
rature,in politics, in diplomacy, in statesmanship, 
and in legislation, standing up in the midst of the 
grand-children of his cotemporaries, discussing the 
principles of international law, questions of history 
and of fact, and imparting lessons of political wis- 
dom with allthe energy and fire of youth. He 
was listened to with profound attention, and when 
his address was finished, the crowd lingered to 
geze upon his aged, yet vigorous form. 

It is impossible to give from memory, a fair ac- 
count of the lecture, which consisted in great part 
of historical facts. Mr. A., however, distinctly de- 
clared that the opium trouble was not the cause 
of the war. He declared that the destruction of 
those chests of opium was no more the cause of the 
British and Chinese war, than the destruction of 
the tea in the Boston harbor was the cause of the 
American revolution, The true cause of the war 
Mr. Adams declared, was to be found in the arro- 
gant assumptions, and long continued indignities of 
the Chinese government. The Chinese address all! 
other nations as barbarians, while theirs is the Ce- 
lestial Empire, their king the Regent of the Sun, 
their capital the Golden City, into which no for- 
cigner is allowed toenter. When any nation has 
attempted to form treaties for commercial purposes, 
the most humiliating terms have been exacted. 
Ambassadors must not be allowed to approach the 
sovereign, but with the most abject prostrations, 
and no device was spared to render the humiliation 
as thorough and as aggravating as possible. He 
characterized the whole moral and political system 
The right 
in the case, he declared, was on the British side, 
though we did not understand him as justifying t#& 


of the Chinese as anti-social and selfish. 


resort to arms. 

These, if we mistake not, are substantially the 
views advanced, and coming from so profound a 
statesman, they are worthy of respectful considera- 
tion. 





RESULTS OF AMALGAMATION. 


In England and Scotland it is not uncommon for 
individuals holding Baptist sentiments, to form a 
kind of co-partnership with pedobaptist indepen- 
dents in sustaining the worship of God, and the or. 
dinances of his house, and the church thus formed 
is usually denominated independent; that being a 
principle on which all agree. The Baptist and Pe- 
dobaptist thus endeavor to walk together, the one 
carrying his infant to the altar to be sprinkled, the 
other being baptized on profession of faith; and 
both on Robert Hall’s theory,or rather foggery, 
endeavor to sit down together at the Lord’s table in 
church fellowship. Of the working of this broth- 
erly scheme the following will serve as an illustra- 
tation. The baptized members of the independent 
church at St. Andrews, Scotland, having separated 
from it, and commenced worship in another place, 
found it necessary to issue the following explana- 
tion of the reasons which led to the proceedure, to 
shield themselves from misrepresentation : 

Address to the Congregation meeting in the Town- 
Hall, St. Andrew's, by the Christian Brethren 
associated there, 6th June, 1841. 

Dear Frienps,—You are entitled to know the 
reasons which have led to the separation of the bre- 
thren usually meeting here from the church in 
Market-street,—particularly as erroneous state- 
ments have gone forth on the subject. In the out- 
set, it is proper to state, that we have hitherto walk- 
ed in fellowship with that church in the most cor- 
dial manner: for many of its members we enter- 
tain the greatest respect, and for none more than 
their excellent pastor. We differ from them on no 
material point of doctrine regarding the faith and 
hope of the gospel: their order and discipline are 
identical with that which we design to establish as 
regards church government, the baptismal rite ex- 
cepted; and, so far from cherishing any unkiad 
feelings towards them, we heartily wish them God 
speed in all that concerns their happiness. But, of 
ute, attempts having been made to invade the rights 
wf those members who hold the obligation of believ- 
era, and believers only, to be baptized by immer- 
sion, we found it impossible, with a good conscience, 
to bow to the doctrine of the pastor, as put forth in 
a printed “* Summary of Principles,” and since pub- 
lished in the Congregational Magazine. In that 
document, it is held to be “ disorderly,” and * sub- 
jecting to discipline,” for the Baptists “to use any 
direct influence, either in public or private, to in- 
culcate or propagate their peculiar sentiments, by 


to give effect to the word of the truth of the gospel 
| preached among us. We are clear that the ground 
| we have taken up is alike warranted by sound rea- 
|} son and revealed truth; and while it shall be our 
| delight to co-operate with all who love the Lord 
Jesus in sincerity, in whatever tends to promote the 
best interests of the place where we dwell, it will 
| be our especial care to pray without ceasing, that 
' the ministration of the gospel among us may prove, 
by the abundant effusion of the Holy Ghost, ** the 
savour of life unto life’ to many precious souls.

The following was the order of public services :

Mr. Harding, pastor of the Congregational! church, 
in Princeton, Sermon, by Rev. Joseph W. Parker, 
of Cambridge; Ordaining Prayer, by Rev. Oren 
Tracy, of Fitchburg; Charge to the Candidate, by 
Rev. John Allen, of Sterling ; Right Hand of Fel- 
lowship, by Rev. Andrew Pollard, of Holden; Ad- 
dress to the Church and Congregation, by Rev. S. 
B. Swaim, of Worcester; Concluding Prayer, by 
Rev. David Goddard, Jr., of Leominster; Benedic- 
tion by the Candidate. 

Bro. Parker's discourse was founded on Gal. iv: 
21, the last clause of the verse, ** The truth as it is 


” 


in Jesus.” He introduced his subject by an allusion 
to the gracious promise which God gave to his chos- 
en people, by the prophet Jeremiah, ‘I will give 
you pastors according to mine own heart, which 
shall feed you with knowledge and understanding.” 
True religion is friendly to man’s intellectual and 
moralimprovement. Teachers have ever been ap- 
pointed of God to instruct and edify his people.— 
The minister of Christ is a preacher of truth. All 
truth is important ; and much has been discovered 
by careful observation of the processes of nature. 
But the truth as itis in Jesus is the message of his 
ministers. 

In presenting the subject, the speaker consider- 
ed, 

1, Those truths which pertain to the character 
and attributes of God, 

2. Those which relate to the character, duties, 
and destiny of man. 1. Jesus Christ is the image 
of he invisible God. In his life our Lord develop- 
ed and represented the character of the father. 2. 
The putting forth of creative energy, was tor the 
glory of the Son. For him all things were created 
3. The justice of God was but faintly seen in the 
law, but clearly developed and defined by the sac- 
rifice he provided in his Son. 4. The same is true 
of the love of God. The teachings of nature in re- 
gard to this divine perfection are obscure and am- 
biguous. But God in the gift of his Son exhibited 
the character and limit of his love. He will not 
clear the guilty. While he did not spare his son as 
the expression of his love, neither did he spare him 
from suffering the penalty of the law, when in the 
sinner’s place. 

2. Those truths which relate to the character, 
duties and destiny of man. 1. The character of 
man in a fallen state. Human depravity and guilt 
can be comprehended and estimated only by con- 
templating the remedy provided in the Gospel. 2. 
The law of God as taught and exemplified by Christ. 
How different from the same law as taught under 
the mosaic economy. So the value of the soul, 
death, the resurrection, and the retributions of eter- 
nity, all seem invested with new interest and im- 
portance, when viewed as they are in Jesus.
